During his’ early struggles he had 
been greatly assisted ‘by the local 
merchants who had extended credit to 
him when he was unable-to pay, and 
carried his account from year to year 
until more prosperous tifiies, when 
the state of his finances enabled him 
to become clear of indebtedness. And 
at thisAime enters the attractive mail 
order h- use catalogue, Tke result was 
that insteau of standing by ‘the local 
merchants who had been his mainstay 
in early days, he sent his money out

his. example in patronizing the mail 
order houses, with varyfng success ia 
securing value for teir money. This 
State of affairs had the inevitable re- 
Sult of forcing many of the merchants 
of his home town out of business. 
Later the farmers of the surrounding 
district became awere of the fact that 
value of farm property had materially 
No-one~wanted~to-buy~a 
farm that was not in the vicinity of a 
g00d_ live town, where there were 
good schools and churches and other } 
advantages to be had. Most of the 
business places had been . closed 
through lack of support, and the town 
had finally dwindled in population un- 
til it had almost ceased to exist. 

This palpable lack of foresight was 
now realized by the farmers, who fin- 
ally came to the conclusion that it 
was to their own interest to support 
the local merchant, for by so doing 
they not ohly kept the money in cir- 
culation in their own district, but 
also assisted in building up a live 
business centre adjacent to their 
farms, Wita all the advantages it 
gave them. 

This article brought forth com- 
ments from some farmers, not al] of 
which were favorable. It was pointed 
out that in many cases the country 
merchant charged exorbitant prices 
for his commodities, frequently was 
able by so doing to ride - round in his 
automobile, and quite often retired 
with a competence, after a few years 
spent “in successfully fleecing the 
guileless farmer. Another point was 
that the local merctant did not or 
would not keep a proper range of 
Stock, and it was often necessary to 
send to the 11ail order houses in or- 
der to receive the articles roquired. 

This is a wide subject, the different | 
phases of which must be viewed im- | 
partially to arrive at a’proper conclu- | 
sion. No doubt there are many short | 
sighted merchants, who for a time at | 
least and especiall: in the newer set- | 
tlements, make a practice o: chargin, | 
extortionate “prices” for thefr wares. | 
These are the men_who will tell you | 
that the high freight fates on mos- | 
quito netting are responsible for the 
prices.they ask for this afticle, which | 
is equal to the price of silk in more 
favored centres closer to the base ot 
supply.

e were also afforded an opportunity 
at each place to discuss with numerous 
bankerg and business men the ques- 
tion of the results being accomplish- 
ed, and no effort was spared to make 
the investigation a thorough one, 

It is odr unanimous opinion that the 

*better farming campaign being con- 
ducted in North Dakota is proving 
successful in a remarkable degree, 
and is rapidly .creating conditions 
which will ensure an enormous en- 
hancement of the prosperity of the 
state, as well as contribute to a mat- 
erial improvement of the social condi- 
tions of farm life. From an investiga- 
tion of the cost af the work we con- 
clude that tHe. expenditures thereon 
will be returned a hundredfold 
through increase of agricultural jro- 
ducts. 

We are further of the opinion that 
the experience of North Dakota, con- 
eidered in conjunction with the his- 
tory of agricultural progress in other 

arts of North America, serves to cB- 
ablish conclusively that the attain- 
ment of a thoroughly satisfactory de- 
velopment of the agricultural indus- 
try of a new country requires that 
there shall exist—as auxiliary to tho 
departments of agricultural and ex- 
perimental farms—an effitiently o-- 
anized staff of field men to carry in 
ormation to the farmers on their 
own farms. ; 

As a natural consequence of the 
unparalleled rapidity of the settle- 
ment of Western Canada,in the last 
few years We have admittedly an un- 
usually large percentage of settlers 
whose knowledge of farming is slight, 
and it is therefore an abvious deduc- 
tion that the result; which could be 
looked for from an efficient organiza- 
tion of field men would. be proportion- 
ately greater here than in North Da- 
kota. , 

The necessity for an organized 
movement to increase largely agricul 
tural production in the prairie. prov- 
inces by greater efficiency of farming 
methods is now widely recegnized, 
and we cannot urge too strongly that 
steps be taken without deiay to in- 
augurate the Field Agen: ° System 
here, as the ost effective means of 
accomplishing the desire. end. 

We think it well to add that in our 
opinion a movement alonz the lines 
recommended, in order to be produc- 
tive of the maximum gocd, should 
take the form of a combination of 
the Farmers’ Association., and the 
more important business interests to 
co-operate with the department of 
agriculture. We are not losing” stght 
of the fact that the department of 
agriculture in al. three o* our prairie

Loans for Seed Grain 


Amendment Is: to be Made to Bank 
Act For Benefit of Farmers 

Hon. W. T. White, finance minister, 
has given notice of an important 
amendment to the Bank Act as far as 
farmers of Western Canada are con- 
cerned. This amendment, which is 
only temporary and will only be in 
force until Aug. 1, will permit banks 
to loan money for the purchase 0: 
seed grain on tha security of the grain 
purchased. 

The crop is to be grown from such 
seed and the grain threshed from 
such ¢rops. At™” present—banks—-ca~- 
only loan money against grain cn 
warehouse receipts. The resolution is 
as follows: “Resolved, that it is ex- 
pedient to amend the 3ank Act. by 
permitting the chartered banks uf to 
the first day of August, 1915, to lend 
money for the purchase of seed grain 
upon the security of the grain pur- 
chased, the crop to be grown there- 
from, and the grain threshed from the 
crop, and that any act founded on this 
resolution to be deemed to have come 
into force on March 16, 1915.”

Production of Cows 


Some Will be Found to be Much More 
Profitable Than -Others—Test 
Will Tell 


The Dominion department of agri- 
culture, dairy division, Ottawa, issues 
the following bulletin, under tne head- 
ing of “Economical Machines.” . 

“Has it impressed itself on your 
mind, as a practical man, selling farm | 
crops in the form of milk through the | 
medium of cows’ manufacturing ap-| 
paratus, that possibly some of tnis ani- 
mated machinery, needs overhauling 
and closely examining? A Lew mach- 
ine, running more economically, may 
save a manufacturer its cost several 
times over in a very short while. So 
if your cows were regarded in this 
light, some might be found to be very 
economical producers, and possibly 
tLe less said about the capacity of 
others the petter. 

“Some cow testing figures given to 
the dairy division, Ottawa, by dairy 
farmers proye that some herds of 

ws produce milk at a feed cost of 
$1.45 per 100 pounds, while close by 
are other herds whose average feed 
cost of production is only 80 cents 
per 100 pounds of milk. Again, be- 
tween two cows in the same herd the 
cost of feed per pound of butter-fat is 
frequently found to vary as much as 
from 23 to 49 cents. 

What is of Importance to-the-aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow 
testing helps to put each cow in the 
herd on a good paying basis very 
quickly. A simple plan of weighing 
and testing each individual cow's milk 
soon discovers if any unit machines in 
the milk» making factory are not in 
good economical running order. Then 
that. makes $20 or $30 or more clear 
profit above the cost of feed. Does 
each one of your cows do that? It 
will pay you to find out.” 


Field Instructions 


Agents Have Been Appoint- 
ed for Manitoba
